Curious Influence of Prospects of
Pence Upon Business,

New York, Aug. 12—-R. 0. Dun &
Co's Weekly Review of Trade will say
tomuorrow;

Prospe of peace have had a curls
aue influence on business contracts, not
quite explainable on common  sense
wgrounds. Nobody really feared disa=-
ter, or exhaustion of national resources,
Yet orders unusual in number and size
have been placed since Spain asked for
penee. In some industries the gains
have bean large for about two weeks,
while in some textile manufactures it
has only begun to appear this week,
but It fnvolves a considerable increase
in the working force. Crop prospects
are on the whole more encouraging,

Money markets show no slgn of pig-
sible disturbance securities are stronger
nnd there jg no harmful speculation in
stocks or products Rarely has the
financial outlook been more nearly un-
tlouded,  While wheat lg four cents
higher for the week there 1= less doubt
thion a week ago that it will rule lower
during the coming vear. The price of
corn has declined a shade for cash,

A slight tlurry in cottonm lifted the
price a sixtesnth on Tuesday, but it
dropped again the next day with the
official foreshudowing of n large yield,

The ivon and steel trade fully sup-
ports Inferences drawn from  recent
events. The demand for steel I8 so
heavy that some of the hlggest con-
cerng have been buying, one taking
40,000 tons, advancing the price at
Pittehure from $14.00 to 815,25, which
was at Inst refused. Bessemer plg s
steady and other pig there, and at

eastern and western markets generally,
but rails have been advanced by enst-
ern makers 1o $18 per ton, the makers
of structural beams have advanced the
price 1 per ton, snd makers of mer=
chant pipe have advanced the price
five per pent., while platemakers are
crowded to the point of refusing or-
ders, both east and west, and bars are
stronger, with many mills engaged for
weeks ahead.

On the day after his éenlistment for a
period of three years the American
man-o'-war's-man begins to figure on
the amount of time that Is te inter-
vene before his discharge, He hag two
years and & “butt” to do, the “butt”
being the remuaining eleven months and
twenty-nine days of the first year. On
the day following his completion of the
first year of hig enlistment he has only
A year and a butt to get through. No
matter if the butt is only n single day
under a year In length, the blue-jacket
contemplates the term with the bland-

| est complaisance; It Is not, at any rate,

& Whole year, even though it be 364
days, and this fashion of throttling
tach year of his service makes him
happy, It seems to bring hig discharge,
and the more or less tempestuous joya
he carefully maps out long before his
discharge, within closer range. When
he has put In eighteen months of an
enlistment, he broaks out the home-
ward hound pennant: he is going down
the hill, and when he has finally
achieved two years and has only the
butt te accomplish joy fills his cup.
"Onee a sallor, always a sallor.” ia
not strictly true of men-o’-war's men
of the Amerlean navy, Only about
one-half of the men who complete one
enlistment ship for another three-year
crulse. But about nine-tenths of the
men who put in two crulses settle down
to u lifelong continuance In the ser-
viee, Six years of navy life seem thor-
oughly to Inoculate them with what
the Germans call wanderlust. When a
blue-jacket passes a few of hix sum-
mera in the latitude of the Narth Cape
and a couple of his winters down
among the Bermudas or In the salu-
brious South Pacific, he 1= likely to ac-
quire n dislike for the climate of the
United States, and this dislike has
more weight than anything else in
forming his decislon to remain in the
navy, Moreover. after a fow yoars in
the navy the blue-jackot seems to be-
come pogsessed of the odd idea that he
is really doing nothing aboard ship to
earn his pay, that the perpetual sourry
In which he |s kept from all hands in
the morning until pipe down at night
is really not work, and with his quaint
notlon he also acquires an exceedingly
exaggerated ldea of the terrific amount
of grinding labor a man has to per-
form In order

to gain o livelihood
ashore.

Those for the Colonies Are Especial-
ly Educated for Their Work.

Technival Educatlon Board of the
County Council are comPining in a
scheme for fthe establishment of @

higher commercial school which shall
provide firitish clerks with the neces-
gary equinment for modern conditions
of commerce, In Germany they go so
far ns to educate young men for BPec-
in] fields of labor—as for example, Mex-
leo and Japan.

According to the country in which
they are to work, they are educated in
languages, commercial practices and
customs, and so forth, and their gen-
ern]l education s made sound and one
upon which they themselves can bulld
additlons should cireumstances require,
Naot nearly enough attention is paid to
this sort of thing In the Unlted States,
and congequently the American com-
mercial traveler or commisslon agent is
often at a serlous disadvantage when
he goes abroad. It Is one of the rea-
Bon® why we do pot control the trade of
Central and Bouth Amerlea, why we
are pot doing as well in Japan as wo
might, and will not do well In China.
How many young Californians are
leurning Japanvse in order to be better
equipped for business in Japan hy and
by ? Very few, If any. How many young
Germuns are? Crowds of them, We are
not even trying to turn our exports in
the Spanish-Americun trade, The
more practical the new College of Com-
merce muy be in this direction, the
more good it will do,
